RUMOR OF A ZINC TRUST. 


A Chicago Dispatch Says Initial Steps 
Are Being Taken. 


C h i c a g o , J a n . 2.— T he R ecord 
today says :

yesterday of the proposed form a­ 
tion of a com bination to control the 
zinc o u tp u t of the U nited States. 
W o rk on the scheme has begun 
and the initial steps are being taken 
in K ansas City. 
A ccording to one of the best 
k n o w n zinc operators w ho w as in 
C hicago 
yesterday the plan 
in ­ 
cludes not only the control of the 
m inet, but of the sm elting plants 
as well. 
W ith in a short time representa­ 
tives of the com bination will get a 
price on all producing zinc mines 
in the Jo p lin , M o., district and se­ 
cure options on them. 
It has been 
estim ated by the prom oters that it 
will take in the neighborhood of 
$100,000,000 to sw ing the un d er­ 
ta k in g 
successfully 
and 
this 
am ount of money, w ith as much as 
m ay be necessary, 
is said to be 
ready to go into the statem ent. 
T h e com bination will be built 
along similar lines to the Federal 
Steel com pany w hich controls 80 
per cent of the iron output of the 
country.

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DEFEAT OF MAHER. 


Was Knocked Out in the Fifth 
Round. 


M’COY THE BETTER MAN. 


In Only One Kouiid, the Fourth, Did 
the Irishman Have a Shade 
the Best of It. 


“ K id ” McCoy again placed him­ 
self in the championship class by 
defeating Peter M aher in a brisk, 
well-fought battle of five rounds 
before the Coney Island Athletic 
club in N ew Y ork city yesterday 
afternoon. 
The fight was scheduled to last 
twenty-five rounds, and the purse 
was to have been $20,000, but the 
attendance was not as large as had 
been expected, and before the fight 
was begun, the principals agreed 
that the winner should receive the 
gross gate receipts. 
The battle was hard fought from 
start to finish, but McCoy was far 
the cleverer man in ring tactics, 
dodging, side-stepping and hitting 
powers. 
He showed himself to be 
a good ring general, ever watching 
for an opening and never failing 
to take advantage of one. 
Maher, 
although credited 
with being a 
heavy hitter, did not get in many 
effective blows. His foot work was 
poor and at times he did not ap­ 
pear to have perfect control of 
himself. 
W hen the men enterred the ring 
and stripped for the battle, both 
looked to be in perfect condition, 
and they were greeted with 
tu­ 
multuous applause. 
Under M ar­ 
quis of Queensbury rules, 
new 
gloves, provided by the club, were 
handed to the 
referee, 
Charlie 
W hite, and he in turn gave them 
to the boxers’ 
seconds. 
Maher 
donned 
his quickly, but McCoy 
claimed that the gloves did not fit 
him, 
and stubbornly refused to 
wear them. 
He insisted on wear­ 
ing an old pair which he claimed 
suited him, but the referee 
was 
obdurate and McCoy gave in. 
In 
only one round, 
the fourth, did 
M aher have the best of it. 
The 
betting veered from $100 to $So on 
M aher, to $100 to $60 on McCoy. 
“ I am glad the fight terminated 
as it did and that I won, because 
it will convince my detractors that 
I can hit some,” said McCoy after 
the fight. 
“ Five weeks ago today 
I was very ill. 
Some people 
thought I was shamming, but it 
was the honest truth. 
I must give 
‘Billy’ Muldoon great credit for the 
manner in which he assisted to 
build me up. 
The way I felt to­ 
day, I think I could have beaten 
anyone of my weight, and of more 
pounds, too.' I was as strong as a 
bull, and I had the speed wiih me, 
also. I must admit that I felt quite 
nervous all along regarding my 
chances. 
To go against a man 
who can hit such a hard blow as 
Maher has the reputation of deliv­ 
ering, 1 thought was a task in it­ 
self, a n i it is no falsehood when I 
say that my plan was to be very 
careful. 
“ I got more confidence after the 
first round,when I saw that Maher 
was susceptible to my feints. 
I 
expected that he would sail in like 
a dem >n, as I was told he would. 
From the first his tactics puzzled 
me considerably, and that is why I 


bided my time for a blow which 
would do the trick decisively. 
In 
the fourth round I was a bit tired, 
but at no stage of the battle was I 
Maher did not get in a 
good knock which either phased or 
even made me dizzy.” 
“ I was winning nicely,” said 
Maher, slowly, ‘-when I got that 
punch which put me out of it. 
I 
was not unconscious 
The blow 
caught me on the A dam ’s apple 
and it seemed to stop my wind and 
render me helpless. 
I tried to get 
up, but it was useless. 
I was tem­ 
porarily paralyzed from my neck 
down. 
I heard the referee count 
off the seconds and w^hen it was too 
late I realized that I had lost. M c­ 
Coy is a shifty, clever fellow, but 
I ’m sure and know I can whip 
him. 
I will agree to a fight w ith­ 
in six weeks and I wnll bet the 
loser’s end of the purse that I will 
beat him inside of fifteen rounds.

A REMARKABLE COLLECTION. 


The Museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. 


Grand Clearance 


On the south side of Lincolifis Inn 
I’helds lies the Royal Gol lege of Sur­ 
geons witn its great museilm behind, 
oniaining the Jíunterian collection. 
Tiie building liouses one of the most 
remarkable collections of everything 
which bears upon the medical sci­ 
ences. 
Tlic museum was endowed by 
Jolm H unter, who a century ago 
came to London to learn surgery, lie 
became possessed with the idea of 
starting a medical and surgical m u ­ 
seum in which every form of health 
and disease should be presented, lie 
spent $350,000 in his own 
lifetime 
on his pet project, every 
cent 
of 
which he obtained by medical prac­ 
tice. 
lie died in 1793, and it took 
six years to induce the government to 
spend $75,U0'0, which was all that was 
required for the purchase of the col­ 
lection. 
It was bought by the nation 
and turned over to the custody of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, and the 
same amount was given to house it. 
The college itself has spent over $2,- 
000,000 in amplifying and complet­ 
ing H u n ter s design, and the curators 
of the collection have included Sir 
William Clift, Richard Owen, Sir 
William 
Flower 
and 
lastly 
Dr. 
Charles 
Stewart. 
Thq 
museum 
besides 
containing 
skeletons and 
all kinds of hum an 
and patho­ 
logical 
specimens, also has many 
curiosities, such as the clothes of a 
m an struck by lightning, and there 
are many specimens illustrating mi­ 
raculous recoveries from injuries usu­ 
ally considered fatal. 
In one gallery 
there are the surgical appliances of 
all kinds, and here may be seen sam­ 
ples of instruments of the Roman sur­ 
geons, 300 years B. C., and also sam­ 
ples of the products of a Roman arti­ 
ficial limb manufactory.— Scientific 
Am^rix?an.
